ALASKA S FARMS 
Offer Great Opportunities for 
Industrious Home Seekers. 


Fine Crops Grown There—Cattle and 
Sheep. 


“If the American farmers of the 
Middle Western States who are emi- 
grating. to the Northwest Territory 
and Alberta in search of new and fer 
tile agricultural lands for Settlement 
only knew the vast and varied agri- 
cultural possibilities of Alaska, they 
would go to that country instead,” 
said Gov. John G. Brady, ot Alaska. 
“While Alaska continues practically 
unsettled and uncultivated it is most 
unfortunate for the United States that 
our citizens should emigrate to Cana- 
da to settle, for Alaska to-day offers 
great opportunftjes for hardy and in- 
dustrious home seekers of the Ameri- 
can frontier class.” 

Gov. Brady talked much of the agri- 
cultural possibilities of the country of 
which he is the chief executive of- 
cer. For the last fifteen years he 
has had his own garden at Sitka and 
he takes much pride in the success 
which has uniformly attended his gar- 
dening operations. 

“We hope to be able to make a dis 
play at St, Louis,” said he, “which 
will do justice to the possibilities of 
the district, and if we are only able to 
do that we will open the eyes of the 
farmers of the Mississippi Valley with 
wonder. Emigrating farmers, instead 
of leaving the United States by thou- 
sands every year to go to Canada, will 
start going to Alaska in large num- 
bers instead. 

“There is no longer any question 
that all the hardier grains, grasses 
and vegetables can be grown in many 
parts of Alaska with both success and 
profit. The experiments which have 
been conducted in the district by the 
Agricultural Department and the ob- 
servations made by the department's 
representatives Jeave no doubt as to 
the adaptability of large sections of 
the district for agricultural operations. 
The depar ment has been carrying on 
experiments in Alaska at several 
widely separated points for five or 
six years, and the results achieved 
are astonishing, even to many of us 
who have lived in the district during 
all that period. At all of the half doz- 
en places where experiments have 
been conducted: the different varieties 
of the hardier grains have been suc- 
cessfully grown and ripened each 
year, and this class of experiments 
has been so successful at some of the 
stations that they have been discon- 
tinued and more doubtful or difficult 
problems taken up. 

& great many Instances have come 
under my observation from year to 
year which prove that both farming 
and gardening can be successfully 
prosecuted” in Alaska. Last year "w 
Mr. Swinehart, who lives at Fort Sel- 
kirk on the Yukon River, almost un- 
der the Arctie circle, raised eleven 
tons of potatoes on a small plece of 
ground. This spring he took nine 
tons of them to Dawson, where they 
sold for 15 cents a pound, or $300 a 
ton. The price was not considered 
unusual for that season of the year, 
as potatoes at that time were being 
brought into Dawson from Seattle, 
the last 400 mites of the journey be- 
ing made by sleds. Mr. Swinehart has 
raised hay at his place for several 
years and he never sells it for less 
than $1) a ‘on. In my own garden last 
year I raised potatoes of the finest 
quailty and excellent size, and they 
kept well unt'! some time after the 
new potatoes were large“enough to 
ea: this summcr. 

“Three years ago last fall the 
schooner Laurada, Nome, bound from 
Seattle with a cargo of horses, cattle 
and sheep, was wrecked on St. 
George's Island, one of the Islands of 
the l'r.bilof group@n the Behring Sea, 
some 200 miles north of the Aleutian 
chain, The men on board succeeded 
In getting he animals ashore and 
they wintered there on wild grasses 
without other fool. The following 
summer the sheep were taken away 
and some of the cattle became very 
fat and were butchered. The rest of 
the cattle and the horses are still 
there and have never, since they 
landed, had any other food than that 
which they sought for themselves. 

“Th's Is but one of many similar 
Instances, Reports have come on the 
best of authority of horses turned 
loose ln the fall by prospectors In the 
Interlor who were out of forage, and 
living through the winter, or in some 
instances for two or three or more 
winters, and becoming wild on the 
range, The Russians brought speci- 
mens of small Russian cattle to the 
country years ago and descendants of 
these are still to be seen at Afognik 
and other places, and in many cases 
they are permitted to secure thelr own 
food through the winter seasons, 
Sheep on Kadiak Isand have winter- 
ed season after season on the grass 
they could secure for themselves. 

The action of Congress last winter 
in extending the homestead laws to 
Alaska has done a great deal to pro- 
mote the agr cul ural development of 
the district. That action has already 
started a’ movement of hardy prospec- 
tive agriculturists Into the country. A 
number of farmers have gone in o the 
Copper River country this season 
with horses, Implements nnd supplies 
and are now ra‘sing crops for the sup- 
ply of the mining camps in that re- 
gion. Many Scandinavians are set- 
tling Im Alaska, and they seem espe- 
cially fitted to meet the condl.jons de- 
manded of farmers in that latitude.” 
—Seattle Correspondence in Kansas

The cuttings,-or clons, or grafts, de- 
mand as much ‘care in their selection 


as if they were young trees to be 


planted. Thex are usually cut in au- 
tumn, after the leaves have fallen, 
and should be of the last summer's 
growth, new shoots at least a foot 
long. These should be cut from bear- 


ing trees, making sure that these are 
of the kind we wish to convert. The 


cions are to be tied—or better secured 
with small copper wire, as string may 
decay—into bundles of convenient 
gize, and accurately labeled. The 
bundles of clons are placed in boxes 
and carefully surrounded with sawdust 
or moss, and kept in a cool cellar. 
They must be inspected occasionally, 
and if the packing material is becom- 


ing dry, give it a light wetting. Some | 


pack their cions in boxes of sand or 
sandy soll and bury them below the 
reach of frost, and where water will 
not settle. 


Some methods of grafting are quite 


difficult, but the two most in use are 
very simple nnd every boy can prac- 


tice them, The cleft is the most sim- 
ple and the most common, The cion 
is cut with a sharp knife, in the form 
of a wedge. & branch of a Sock is 


cut off with a proper saw, and with | 
a heavy knife, struck with a mallet, a | 


split or cleft Is made. This is kept 
open with a wooden wedge, and cions, 
usually two in a large stock, are care- 
fully set, so that the inner bark of 
the cut portion of the cion and that 
of the stock will come in contact. The 
wooden wedge, being carefully remov- 
ed, the spring of the stock will firmly 
hold the cions.. All the bare places, 
on both stock and cion, are covered 
with grafting wax to protect them 
from rain and atr. . 

Crown grafting differs in cutting 
the clon upon one side only, to form 
a half wedge. The bark òf the stock, 
it belng cut off as before, may readily 
be lifted with n wedge of tron or hard 
wood thrust between the bark and 
wood, to allow the cion to slip in be 
tween the two, The bare surfaces are 
waxed as before.

Los Angeles, Cal., March 6.—In this 
sermon the preacher discusses the 
psychological phenomena of mind in- 
fluencing mind and shows how the 
soul may be elevated and energized by 
dlyine Influence. The text is Acts x, 
11, “And he saw heaven opened and a 
certain vessel descending.” 

Theory is often little more than the 
fine art of guessing. It is sometimes 
the way of concealing the fact that 
you do not know a thing, by using 
scientific language. It is the verbal 
menns we have of dressing up specula- | 
tion to make it look plausible. But 
there are certain causations impossible 
to analyze, and learned answers only 
make the phenomena the more mysterl- 
ous. 

What is specific gravity? “That is 
the physical law,” you answer, “which 
Isane Newton discovered. Sitting one 
day under an overarching tree branch 
lu his orchard, he felt a puff of wind 
upon his cheek, The ~ overhanging 
branch swayed, and a fall pippin, like 


| a lump of gold, dropped into his lap. 


Then the English sage began to won- 
der why that apple came down to earth 
instead of flying naway, as though it 
had the wings of a bird, toward the 
Stars. As a result of these ponderings 
Newton generalized all the causes of 


| cohesion and gravitation which bind 


this earth into a compact mass and 
But, 
my friend, with your learned answer 


| you have not explained to me any- 


thing. In reference to the laws of 
physical cohesion you have only given 
to me two big words to express what 
I did not know before and what I do 
not know now. “What is life?” I once 
“What is 
the definition of life? Here is a body 
welghing 160 pounds. <A bullet is fired 
out of an assassin's gun. One moment 
that body is alive; the next it is dend. 
It weighed 160 pounds before the heart 
ceased to bent; it weighed 160 pounds 
after the breath had left the nostril. 
Give me a definition of life.” “Why, 
life,” answered the professor, “is noth- 
ing more or less than the juxtaposl- 
tion of the protoplasmatic molecules.” 
His learned answer left the subject as 
great a mystery as ever. 
Spiritual Phenomena. 

As in the material world, so in the 
mental and spiritual world there are 
facts and phenomena which we know 
to be certainly true, though we cannot 
explain them. We must recognize ra- 
tional results as such, although we can- 
not tell the “whys” and the “where- 
fores“ nor the causes which produced 
these results. For instance, we are 
nearly all ready to grant the power 
of human telepathy, or the influence of 
one human mind upon another human 
mind even at a distance. Sitting in 
public meeting some night you exer- 
cise the power of will upon a person, 
und soon he will turn round and look 
ut you, although that person could give 
no rational reason why he turned and 
looked. Indeed, so powerful sometimes 
is this influence of one human mind 
over another that many students of 
criminology have come to the bellef 
that some murderers who wield the 
dagger or nim the pistol may be mere- 
ly the helpless and pliant instruments 
of unknown criminals who have im- 
pelled them to commit thelr murderous 
deeds. Mesmerism, hypnotism, be- 
witchery, enchantment, are merely 
long names defining this mysterious 
power, which almost everywhere in 
the Intellectual world is beginning to 
be recognized, and men are asking 
whether it may not sometimes de- 
throne the supremacy of the individual 
will. George Du Maurier In his famous 
book deals with (the hypnotic power 
one human mind may have over an- 
other mind. In that book the English 
writer makes Svengali, a Polish Jew 
and a musical genlus, by bypnotism 
transform a French laundress into a 
He lays all Paris at ber 
feet, although in her normal conditica 
that young woman's volce was weak 
and her ear could not recognize music- 
al harmony from a discord. 

* Gospel Telepathy. 

As one human mind bas an influence 
over nuother human mind, we also 
know that there isa spiritual telepathy, 
n subtle, mysterious Influence which 
the other world exerts upon our own. 
Visional messages as direct and unmis- 
tukable as that which came to Peter 
upon the house top of Simon's house in 
Joppa may also come to us. We may 
be unable to explain how the divine 
manifestations come to the human 
mind. God will speak to us now it we 
Will only let him, as surely as be spoke 
in many cases to bis servanta of old. 
If we look to God continually for guid- 
ance, to us, too, shall the promise be 
fulfilled, “Thine ears shall hear a word 
behind thee saying. This is the way; 
walk ye in It.“ ‘The purpose of this 
sermon is not to analyze the causes of 
divine telepathy so much as to suggest 
Ways In which God may be speaking 
to his children In these days. 

Gospel telepathy, in the tirst place, 
comes to God's children as it did to 
Peter upon Simon's Louse top, In broad 
daylight. By that 1 do not mean that 
it necessarily comes to us as it did 
to Peter nt the sixth hour or when the 
zun is highest ln the meridian, but I do 
mean thia: When God speaks to man 
he speaks to him when he ts rational, 
when he is wide awake, when bis 


senses are on the alert, not when be is 
cooped up in some dark, deceitful re 


treft of n spirituatistie medium or 
when he ls tossing: about on his couch 
ot midnight In uneasy slumber as the 
result of his digestive organs having 
been overloaded. There is a vision of 
the spirit and a vision of the flesh. 
There is a vision which comes from 
God and one that is, like the nightmare, 
the product of our own brain under the 
disturbance of physical or mental con- 
ditions, There must be careful discrim- 
ination lest we accept foolish fancies 
and mischievous Impulses as the yolce 
of God, That which is born of the fesh 
is fesh, and that which is born of the 
spirit is spirit, 


Ged Speaks In a Rational Way. 

I speak very emphatically on this 
subject. As Charles Dickens had his 
“Bleak House,” with its Ghost's walk, 
and Nathaniel Hawthorne his “House 
of the Seven Gables,” peopled with 
the evil spirits of past generations, 
unless we beware we may have the 
temples of our minds filled with the’ 
weirdest fantasies, created entirely by 
our own unregulated imagination or 
by evil associations and not by the 
vision of God. What right bas any 
man to apply to himself the Ninety- 
first Psalm of David, as did a man 
some time ago in one of our eastern 
cities? Ele pondered over these verses 
day in nud day out: “For he shall give 
his angels charge over thee to keep 
thee in all thy ways. They shall bear 
thee up in their hands, lest thou dash 
thy foot against a stone.“ Then, in 
order to demonstrate his belief in this 
saying, that man jumped from the top 
of a four story building and broke 
nearly every bone lu his body. Do 
you suppose a vision like that came 
from God or from the devil? What 
right bas a man to imagine that he 
can get a vision from God by using 
the Bible as a fetish or an amulet, 
opening it at random and expecting 
the first verse his eye falls upon to be 
God's judgment in reference to some 
undecided matter, as 1 have known in 
my own experience of two or three 
people being in the habit of doing? 
What right has a man when in doubt 
about any matter to go to a fortune 
teller or to a sorcerer or n professor of 
divination and to regard the voice of a 
professional charlatan as the voice of 
God? Oh, no, my friends. God's voice 
is not heard lu the dark paneled rooms 
of sin. It is not heard from the lips 
of those who are leading dishonest 
lives. It is not heard amid fanatic 
Vaporings. When God spenks to man 
he speaks as he did to Peter in Joppa— 
on the house top at midnoon, in broad 
daylight. He speaks to man in a ra- 
tional way and at a rational time, 

The Telepathy of Satan. 

There is a vision sent by God. There 
is also a Satanic telepathy. Christ, 
bone of our bone and flesh of our flesh, 
Was tempted by the visions of sin ag 
well as we. In the fourth chapter of 
Luke we read that Satan took Jesus 
up to a high mountain and in vision 
showed unto him all the kingdoms of 
the world and said: “All this power 
will I give thee and the glory of them, 
for that is delivered unto me, and to 
whomsoever I will, I will give it. If 
thou, therefore, will worship me all 
shall be thine.” Then Satan took 
Jesus to the pinnacle of the temple and 
asked him to cast himself down from 
thence, to prove that he was the Son 
of God. But Jesus, instead of obeying 
the Satanic vision, turned unto the 
devil and answered, “It is written, 
tou shalt not tempt the Lord, thy 
God.“ If being so pure and holy as 
our Lord was approached by tempta- 
tion and assailed by a tempter who 
based his wicked suggestions on pas- 
sages of Scripture, how careful should 
we be when a vision comes to us, as it 
came to Peter on the house ‘top, to 
make sure that the vision is heaven 
sent for our guidance and not a temp- 
tation from the enemy sent to our own 
destruction. 

Divine telepathy, as with Peter, is 
often manifested with God's children 
after some great trial or sorrow or 
earthly misfortune has come upon 
them. When the casket is placed in 
the home it ls apt to be felt, as Christ 
appeared unto Mary on the first Easter 
morn. It Is very apt to be manifested 
vividly in times of berenvement, as it 
came to my companion with whom 1 
journeyed through the Holy Land. 

Some Simple Facts. 

How to explain this manifestation I 
know not. I would give you the sim- 
ple facts and let you judge for yourself. 
We were en route from Beirut to Ath- 
ens by way of Smyrna. It was about 
3 o'clock In the morning. I was awak- 
ened by my companion sobbing in his 
berth. “What is the matter, Troub?” 
I asked. “Oh,” he answered, “some- 
thing has happened at my sister's 
home. I had a strange vision about it. 
I was not asleep, but this vision has 
come upon me as an overwhelming real- 
ity.” “Nonsense, man!" I answered. 
“You are not a fanatic, are you? You 
were asleep and had a bad dream; that 
la all.“ I did not believe in God's vi- 
sions then as I do now. My friend sald 
nothing, but that vision made such an 
impression upon him that he took note 
of the time and the latitude and the 
longitude we were then in. From Ath- 
ens we went directly home. So over- 
powering was his conviction of the real- 
ity of that vision that instead of going 
at once to his Philadelphia home he 
stopped first at a friend's residence not 
far from where he lived. “How are 
the folks?” said he. The friend an- 
swered: “What! Did you not receive 
any message lately? Why, your sister 
lost both her twin boys In one day. 
They both died of diphtheria within an 
hour of each other.“ My friend asked 
the time. They died about the same 
time the wonderful vision came to him 
in the middle of the Mediterranean sea. 
I ask you not to give a human interpre- 
tation of that manifestation. You can- 
not. I cannot. From a human stand- 
point wax not that vision very strange? 
Oan you Interpret it from any supernat- 
ural causation? 

But why be surprised at the incident 
I have related? You have heard of 
many similar occurrences. You had a 
divine vision In your own life when the 
undertaker rudely broke Into your 
home. When the doctor sald she was 
tlead, at first you were almost broken 
hearted. You were like a madman. 
You paced up and down the room say- 
lug: “Oh, God, how can I get along 
without her? Oh, my God, my God! 

What shall 1 dot" Hardly had you 
uttered that agonizing prayer when a 
strange peace came into your soul. 

She seemed to come back to you. She 

seemed to put her arms about your 

neck and to say with her old terms of 
endearment: “Husband, papa, sweet- 
heart, son, I am all right. Christ bas 
merely taken me away for a little 
while. I cannot come to you, but you 
nhall come tome.” Was it aglream? Was 
that message merely a Satanic mock- 
ery, or was it a divine vision coming to 
you as one came to Peter on Simon's 
house top? When you saw her Joy and 
happiness was it not the same kind of 

a divine vision as that which came to 

Bt. John when he cried out, in Apoca- 

lypse: “Who are these which are ar- 
rayed in white robes, and whence came 
they? These are they which came out

The divine telepathy often comes as 


a direct command for practical gospel 
work.

We know it just the same as we 
know what ow: carthly employer wants 
us to do when he gives us a bundle of 
checks, and tells us to go and deposit 
them in the bank. By divine telepathy 
we know what God wants us to do in 
a spiritual way the same as Captain 
Yount, an old California trapper, knew 
God wanted him to do something in a 
physical way. Rev. Dr. Bushnell tells 
this incident in one of his sermons, as 
it once was told to him by the hardy 
westerncr: One night Captain Yount 
had a vision. It was midwinter, and 
he saw a company of bestormed eml- 
grants perishing in the mountains from 
cold and hunger. “He noted,” said 
Bushnell, “the very cast of the scenery. 
marked by a long perpendicular front 
of white rock cliff. He saw the men 
cutting off what appeared tree tops, ris- 
Ing out of n deep gulf of snowdrift, and 
ke noted the very features of the per- 
sons and the tvok of their particular 
dress.” Well. to shorten a long story, 
Captain Yount the following day told 
one of his friends abuul this dream, 
and he described the sceuery of the | 
place where the emigrants were im- j 
prisoned in the snow. The friend sald: ' 
“Yount, I know where that place is you 
describe. It is in the Carson Valley 
pass of the Sierras. I have seen in 
that valley the scenery just as you 
have described it.“ What did Captain 
Yount co? Ile realized that this was a 
vision sent by God. It Was a summons 
to rescue. Although lis friends laugh- 
ed at his superstition, he collected a 
party of men and went a long journey 
of 150 miles in midwinter to Carson 
Valley poss, und there they found a 
company of perishing emigrants in ex- 
actly the position the vision had pic- 
tured them, As he did with Peter, and 
us he did arhh Cuptain Yount, God 18 
bidding you to go forth to spiritually 
save this man and that man, to do this 
gospel work and that gospel work. 
Within you today you may hear the 
call. With your wide open qyes in 
broad daylight you may see thA divine 
vision. 
Call For Practical Work. 

This gospel call for practical work 18 
the more impressive and immanent be 
cause God's visions are never hap- 
hazard; they nre never purposelcss or 
meaningless dreams. They always 
have a- very practical interpretation. 
When Peter looked off from Simon's 
house top he saw a great sheet let 
down from the heavens, filled with “all 
manner of four footed beasts of the 
earth, and wild beasts, and creeping 
things, and “fowls” of the air.“ That 
vision was a symbol of the fact that 
Jesus died to save the gentile as well 
as the Jew, the despised barbarian as 
well as the Jewish high priest, the un- 
circumcised as well as the circumcised.

The Despised Tanner. 

By the old Jewish law, if a husband 
died without any children, his brother 
Was compelled to marry the widow. 
But a widow was not compelled to 
marry that brother if he was a tanner. ; 
Not even the Jewish law would com- 
pel a woman to suffer such an igno- 
miny. If a man married a woman 
without telling her he was a tanner, 
she could. have the matrimonial bonds 
instantly annulled, as soon as the de- 
ception was found out. Of course, 
there had to be tanners among the 
Jews, as there must be hangmen for 
this present generation; yet, so bit- 
terly were the tanners despised in 
ancient times that by the eastern law 
no tanner was allowed to build his 
tannery nearer to the outskirts of a 
town than fifty cubits. It was to this 
despised home that the heavenly vision 
came, opening the gate of the Chris- 
tlan church to the gentile nations. 
Your home, O man, O woman, may be 
humbe; it may be located in what the 
aristocratic people call the slums; it 
may even bave been associated with 
the vicious pollution of soclety; but 
even there the voice from the heavenly 
mansions may be heard. “I came not,” 
sald the compassionate Saviour, “to 
call the righteous, but sinners, to re- 
peutance.” You may be n social out- 
cast, as much shunned ns Simon the 
tanner, but in your house, too, you 
may hear n voice saying, “Come, now, 
and let us reason together; though 
your sins be as scarlet, they shall be 
white as snow; though they be Ted 
like crimson, they shall be as wool.” 

A Message of Salvation. 

One more thought is suggested by 
Peter's experience. This vision of the 
sheet coming down from the heavens 
filled with nll manner of four footed 
beasts and creeping things and fowls of 
the alr caine to Peter when he was 
comparatively a young man.. It came 
to him not only as a message of sniva- 
on, but also as a command, especialiy 
for young men and women, to go to 
work. The Apocalyptic visions of St. 
John were entirely different. When 
John had his visions upon the Island of 
Patmos he was n feeble, wornout pa- 
triarch of ninety. Most of his friends 
were in heaven. He was dreaming for 
the most part of the life beyond. His 
earthly work was practically finished. 
But the vision came to Peter while he 
was in the stalwart prime of manhood. 
He was then a young man in the thir- 
tles. My young friends, note the im- 
portance of this fact. It means that 
God ls appealing to the young and the 
physically stalwart to consecrate our 
energy and vigor to his service. Some- 
thing we may do for him before physic- | 
al and mental decadence manifests it- 
self; something we may do before we 
ourselves shall join the great “silent 
majority” beyond.

| Bills And Laws Enacted. What The Repre- 

sentatives Have Done And Propose, | 
Good Roads Ml Passed By i 
| Senate And House. | 
| The Constitutional amendment in- 
troduced by Senator Gorman, Jr., 
known as the good roads amendment, 
passed the House by a vote of 66 to 27, 
the necessary affirmative vote being 
61. It had already passed the Senate. 

The amendment is to authorize the 
State to appropriate money to assist 
the counties in the construction of 
roads. Nearly all the Republicans 
voted in the negative. 


To Tax Telephones. 


Telephone companies of Maryland 
are required under the provisions of a 


bill introduced by Delegate Miller of 
Baltimore city to pay an annual rent- 
al of 50 cents on all telephones, trans- 
mitters, boxes or other machines for 
the benefit of those using the tele- 
phone service. 

They are required to transmit to the 
Stato Tax Commissioner a list of their 
taxable telephones. A proportionate 
tax is to bo paid for any time less 
than a year. A fine of $100 is provid- 
ed for failure to report to the Tax 
Commissioner. 

Delegate Bosse introduced a bill re- 
quiring employers to designate some 
one to act in their places when they 
cannot personally take charge of any 
work they have in hand. Tho em- 
ployer is responsible for any necident 
that occurs while the person he has 
designated is in charge. 


To Abolish Jury Exemption. 


The nows from Annapolis that a bill 
has passed the House abolishing ex- 
emption from jury service will come 
unpleasantly to the ears of those who 
in the past have escaped service, on 
juries by reason of the law. 

First among those exempt were 
members of the State militia and also 
‘honorary members, who upon pay- 
ment of $10 to the regiment of which 
they were ‘‘honorary'’ members were 
excused from service on juries. Be- 
sides these ‘‘honorary members of the 
militin,“ those who were exempt from 
jury were men over 70 years of uge and 
under 25, members of the bar, State 
and city officials and all judges and 
clerks of election. Of course, all 


lind and deaf persons are exempt, as 
well as those who cannot understand 
English and those who cannot read 
and write. The abolishment of the 
Jury-oxemption' law will add a 
number of desirale persons to the list 
of those eligible for jury service, 


$250,000 For Baltimore. 


The amount to be appropriated for 
the relief of the destitution caused by 
the Baltimore fire and to pay the mil- 
itia will stand at $250,000 as original- 
ly stated in the bill, 


To Amend Election Law. 


Another important bill introduced 
in the Senate is to amend the General 
Election Law, the general features of 
which provide for squares opposite the 
name of the candidate sufficiently 
largo for a voter to make an X with- 
out going beyond the lines of the 
square, Another feature is that where 
two candidates for tho same office are 
voted for on a single ballot the ballot 
shall not be thrown out, but merely 
the marks opposite the two such can- 
didates shall not be counted, and the 
balance of the ticket, if proper, will 
be counted. The judges, whenever 
possible, are to consider the intention 
of the voter in marking his ballot is 
another provision in the bill. 

The judges of election are also to 
reject any ballots which are deceitfully | 
folded together or which it is appar- 
ent from their nppearance were in- 
tentionally marked for the purpose of 
identification. 

These amendments are in line with 
the suggestions advocated by Governor | 
Warfield and Attorney General Bryan | 
| while stumping the state last fall.

WIGOMIGO INDUSTRIES 


Oyster, Berry, Melon And Tomato Figures. 
About 50 Canneries Operated Here 
tæ lost Season. 7.500 Straw- 
berry Pickers. 


The Burean of Statistics and Infor- 
mation of Maryland compiled by 
Thomas A. Smith, Chief, for 1903 con- 
tains interesting local data. Concern- 
ing the oyster packing business here it 
has the following: 

The oyster packing industry in Wi- 
comico is not as large as formerly, and 
planting is now being entered into by 
several of the largest packers. It is 
expected that within a few years most 
of the oyster bottoms along the rivers 


| will be under artificial propagation. 


At present there are but four oyster- 
packing houses in Wicomico, and it 
is estimated that at least $100,000 is 
invested in said property— oyster 
catching machinery and shore proper- 
ty. There are about 300 citizens of 
Wicomico county employed on boats 
in the taking of oysters, but there is 
an additional large number of persons 
engaged in the packing and shipping 
of the bivalves. 

The packing of soft crabs and the 
shipping of hard crab meat, in var- 


ious ways, is one of the new and grow- | 


ing industries of the county. There 
is a big revenue iñ the business and 
the opportunity for expansion is un- 
limited. 


Strawherrles, Blackberries And Melons, 


The strawberry crop is the largest 
in the county. There are at present

Tt is estimated 
that ina good year 9,000,000 quarts, 
salablo at an average price of à cents 
net to the grower, will yield in round 
numbers $450,000, nearly all of which 
is bought by the Northern cities of 
the country. When it is remembered 
that an average of 320,000 will be 
paid to pickers, it will be readily un- 
derstood what n good yield of’ straw. 
berries means to the county, where at 
least 7,500 persons are employed in 
picking, packing and shipping fruit, 

The blackberry crop is also large in 
Wicomico. It is estimated that there 
are 1,000 acres set in 
which yield about 2,000 quarts to the 
acre, making n total crop of 2,000,000 
quarts, which it would take at least 
1,000 pickers to gather, and means a 
net income to the growers of 810,000. 

Cantaloupes and watermelons are 
both valuable crops in this conntry 
About 600 acres are set in cantaloupes 
and they will average 100 carriers to 
the acre. In a good year these carriers 


| will average 75 cents net, making the 


crop worth $5,000 to the grower, 
About the same amount of acreage is 
devoted to watermelons, and with a 
good yield this erop will net the grow 
ers at least 8150,000.

Los Angeles, Cal, March 13.—Thia

othy iil, 15, “That-thou mayest know

Are you a parent? Have you ever 
dressed up your little chiluren and 
sent them forth alone to visit when 
they were about ten or twelve years 
of age? Then you have known the 
anxieties of a mother or father as to 
their social behavior.. Before they go 
you say; “Now, son, be careful about 
your manners. When you enter Mrs. 
No-und-so's home take off your hat and 
place it upon the hall rack. Be care- 
ful and don't handle the vases in the 
parlor, and don't squirm on your chair. 
When you are at dinner be sure and 
keep your hands off the table, and 
spill the food upon the table- 


of anything or talk with your 
mouth full. When Mrs. So-and-so 
passes you a plate say 'Thank you.’ 
Remember, my boy, that your mother's 
home is to be judged by your table 
manners.“ When the child leaves the 
house your mind follows him and 
stays with him all day long. And, oh, 
the pride that sweeps into the parental 
heart when, next day, you meet your 
friend, at whose home your little chil- 
Kron dined, and she congratulates you 
in those worde: “We had suech‘a lovely 
children's party yesterday.

Behaving yourself aright In church 
linplies a second net. which Is just as 
Important Promptness nt church 
service. church member should be 
In his place when the service starts as 
surely as he should be at his seat when 
the train starts. But he should do 
more than sit down when the minister 
takes his place, Ie shoull, first of 
all, kneel and render obeisance and 
homage to the Heavenly Father, whose 
tryst he, the worshiper, has come to 
keep. The very first net of n guest In 
n home is to go and pay his respects 
to the host or hostess. The very first 
neten worshiper. should perform when 
in church is te pay his respects to the 
Christ, who, in a spiritual sense, Is the 
head of the temple in which the church 
member has come to worship. 

Church No Place For Levity. 

The Bpiseopalian rector begins his 
In this wise: “Lord, I have 
loved the habitation of thy honse and 
the pinee where thine honor dwelleth.“ 
When we enter the house of God, do 
we one and all feel that we are com- 
ing into the presence of the Lord? If 
we do, would we come laughing and 
talking and nodding to each other, like 
n lot of schoolgirls entering thelr class 
rooms? If we do, wonld there be so 
much whispering among the members, 
both In the pews and in the hack of the 
church? Ir we do, would there be so 
much turning around to wateh others 
who happen to come in late, and a dis- 
position to Inugh when anything goes 
Wrong? People who have visited Euro- 
penn courts write that there the king 
is first oud last in the thoughts of all 
the waiting courtiers. As soon as the 
king enters the room, all the waiting 
nobles arise and bow. When the king 
speaks, the waiting nobles listen 
When a messenger enters, he not only 
kneels, but when he leaves the throne 
room he never turns his back upon the 
sented king. When we enter the sanc- 
tuary of God, which is filled with the 
presence of God, do we bow as before 
n king? Jo we try to keep our face al- 
ways toward the divine face? Do we 
earnestly try to make the prayers of 
the psalmist our prayer? “Let the 
words of my mouth and the meditation 
of my heart be always accéptable in 
thy sight, O Lord, my strength and my 
Redeemer." The church of God ought 
to be something more sacred than a 
concert hall or n theater. It ought to 
be a place where n joke nnd a cachin- 
nation and a chitehnt should be just as 
much out of place as a minstrel show 
would be at a funeral, by the casket of 
the dead. 

In the House of God. 

O mnan and woman, ever keep the 
face of Jesus Christ before you when 
you are In the house of God! Every 
church building dedicated to the wor- 
ship of God is in very truth his house, 
fo which his presence is manifested as 
surely, though not so visibly, as in the 
Shekinah of the tabernacle. Always 
enter the house of God in the same 
spirit that the little child of Rev. 
Charlies T. Brady, nn American mis 
slonary, showed when he entered a 
great European cathedral. The father 
Was compelled to return to fils board- 
ing place for something he hnd for- 
Kotten. He left his little boy in the 
nave of the church to awalt bis return. 
When the father came back he found 
bis child standing in the middle of the 
krent church in awe, looking around as 
though he was expecting some one.

When all Edinburgh went 
forth with teara and lamentations to 
bury Thomas Chalmers the people did 
not feel they were honoring Thomas 
Chalmers so much as the Christ of 
whom he was the earthly representa- 
tive. 

“Not eritielse the church muste or the 
minister's preaching! Why." some one 
Rays, “that is ulmast an Impossibility. 
Some church chofra smash every law 
of musteal harmony, Nome ministers 
are absolutely stupid. -«(fhey are im- 
‘pramicabte men- men of no force, with- 
out any two logical, consecutive 
thoughts." That ia true, my brother. 
Some cueirs are noted more for their 
discords thun thetr musteal perfections. 
Some ministers’ mental depth it does 
not take a very long line to fathom. 
But I can give you this as my own per- 
sonal experience—I never entered any 
church with the spirit of God in my 
heart, to try to consider the leaders of

But behaving yourgelr aright in 
church tmplies not only due respect to 
God's presence, in whose sanctuary 
you assemble, nnd to his representa- 
tives there, but niso due respect to the 
strangers who come in to worship with 
you at your church altars. It not only 
means that we should dow before 
God's ultars and in réverential tones 
say, “Our Father,” but i also means 
that we should give d warm. loving, 
Christian welcome to God's children 
who would sit by our side. It means 
that no chureb hn consecrated Chris- 
tian church unless all the men and wo- 
men allke, whether clothed in silk or 
in homespun. whether rieb or poor, 
whether master or servant. shall be 
cordially greeted: with an open church 
door and an open church pew.

CULTIVATION OF CURRANTS. 


An Excellent Point Often Neglected-- 
' Dect Way to Renovate Old Bushes. 

As a rule currants are not cultiva- 
ted at all. They are planted in some 
on of the way place, or along a fence 
where at best they can be cultivated 
or hoed only on one side. They are 
pruned spasmodically, or not at all, 
end soon become a tangled mass of 
weeds, dend wood, moss covered 
trunks, or branches with a stunted 
growth of shoots on top and the fec- 
blast cluster of buds on the two-year- | 
old wood. At best such a row of cur-| 
raat bushes can give only a poor crop 
of the smallest frult. But after the 
currant-worm attacks them and strips | 
off the leaves the currants wither up 
and are not worth picking. Currants 
Should have as good cultivation as 
n or pota oes, and this with a coat 
of manure or top-dressing of supe r- 
phosphate and nitrate of soda has a} 
wonderful effect. The pruning con- 
sists in cutting out the old branches, 
Stripping out all the suckers (except 
two or three to bo left te form new 
branches, and in the fall or spring 
cutting back the shorts or suckers 
about one half. The wenker they are 
the more should they be shortened 
back. 

The best way to renevate an old row 
of currant-bushes is to se out new 
ones where you can cultivate on both 
(sides of the row. Meantime, if you 
do not wish to root out the old ones, 
give them a sovere pruning, and either 
hco or fork the ground to kill the

What is war? “War is hell.“ once 
untl said William T. Sherman. War 
is n rivet of blood flowing into a river 
War means sickness and 
death, widowhgod and orphanhood, 
mangled bodies, devastated harvest 
War is a mortal 
grapple when nation says to nation, 
“My quarrel with you cannot be set- 
Ued but by fighting, and now we will 
see which of us two has the power to 
crush the othor" and then they put 
their armies in the field commissioned 
to kill one another. War is a grave 
trench dug with bayonets. It is the 
heavens deluging countless tears. It 
is man with clinched fist and flaming | 
eye man with an artillery wagon for 
n earriage aad with the surgeon's op- 
rating table fora couch. War! It is 
the most brutal the most fendish, the 
most terrific, the most blasting curse 
ofthe ages. We have the right to hate

War an International Curse. 

But though war is an awful interna- 
tional curse there have been occasions | 
when men have entered the army and 
have gone to the battlefield from con- 
seientious motives. There have been 
Cases, as every student of history 
knows, When it has become a sacred 
duty for the redress of wrong or 
for the defense of the home for the 
citizen to take up arms. 
Christ himself recognized the fact 
when he said, “I came not to send 


peace on the earth, but a sword.” So it 


has come to pass that his followers | 


have at times, with sore reluctance, 
but under a stern senso of duty, en- 
gaged in war. Unhappily, too, they 
have been found in hostile camps, as 
in our own civil War, when good Chris- 
tian wen cunsciputiousiy. followed the 
Confederate tag!’ as others equally 
conscientious followed the Union flag.

Worried and fretted by these con- 
flicting duties, I was harrowed by day 
and could not sleep by night, But no 
sooner did I enter the exposition 
grounds at Springfield, III., where we 
encamped, no sooner did the mustering 
officer tell me to raise my right hand 
over the open Bible and take the oath 
of enlistment, than all worry and 
doubt and trouble faded from my mind. 
Why? One minute before I took that 
oath of enlistment I was free to do 
as I would. One minute after I took 
that oath of enlistment I was a United 
States soldier, subject to the orders of 
the president of the United States, 
“What is true in reference to the Eng- 
lish soldier or the French soldier or the 
American soldier is true of the gospel 
soldier, You cannot do effective serv- 
fee as a soldier of Jesus Christ unless 
you publicly give to him your oath of 
And when you once do 
give that oath then you are no longer 
your own master. Then you are in 
exactly the same position toward your 
divine commander as was Captain 
Clark toward is earthly commander. 
After he had brought the Oregon on 
her famous trip from the Pacific ocean 
around South Americas southernmost 
cape, up past the coast of Brazil, Cap- 
tain Chirk immediately went into the 
first United States port he could flud 
and telegraphed President MeKinley,

The Gospel Soldier. 

What does it mean to be a gospel sol 
dier? To be assignel to some distinet 
part of some Cistinet command in the 
great Christian army. following the 
standards of Jesus Christ. To have an 
individual place reserve for yon in 
the gospel ranks. where you are to 
fight for the church militant, as each 
private American soldier during the 
civil war bad a place reserved for him 
in the ranks, whether he belonged to 
the cavelry or the artillery, the in- 
fantry or the engineering corps. As a 
military organization of a great aggre- 
gation of individuals, so the success 
of the army depends upon that mili- 
tary organization being divided and 
subdivided and divided again by or- 
derly arrangement. The individual, 
the private soldier, must have his dis- 
tinet place just as the general or the 
colonel or the major or the enptain has 
his place 

Let us study for a moment the cou- 
struction of an Amerienn army. Take, 
for illustration, that whieh followed 
Sherman to the sea. There were in 
ihat host about one hundred thousand 
men These one hundred thousand 
men were divided tirst into three parts. 
each eonimandel by a major general. 
Generals Sehofleld, MePherson and 
Nlocwu had respectively charge of the 
right wing, the center and the left 
Wing of that army. Then each wing 
again divided into 
corps, under such leaders as Generals 
Logan, Howard and Kirkpatrick. Then 
these corps were again subdivided into 
divisions, and these divisions again 
into brigades, and these brigades Into 
regiments, and these regiments into 
celine hies, and each private soldier 
Wis ussizned to n dixtingt company, 
the letter of which was marked on his 
hat nnd the nuniber of the regiment 
markel upen the lapel of bis coat.
